When at the beginning of the school year, I was elected to a 
member of the school board, I hoped to be able to discharge the 
duties devolving upon me, but on account of continued illness 
I have been prevented from performing any of the active work. 
Messrs. Copp and Nevins have very kindly allowed me to keep 
my interest in school work by doing the writing and such work as 
1 could attend to. 

At the commencement of the year we divided our labors, viz. : 
Sonos NOs) 2, 6, and 9, to be in charge of Rev. H. B. 
Copp: No’s 1,7 and 8, were Mr. W. P. Nevins’ care, and I was 
to care for No’s 3, 4 and 5. ‘The gentlemen have, however, been 
obliged to attend to my share in addition to their own. 

They report a marked improvement in schools throvghout the 
town, with one or two slight exceptions. We feel ourselves very 
fortunate in securing such faithful, energetic teachers. 

This year being the first of free text books has been particu- 
larly hard from a financial point of view, although the books 
bought may be regarded as a_ stock on hand for a 
number of years to come; also in most school houses a 
place to contain the books, etc., during the vacations, had to 
be provided. 
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We were enabled to procure charts for each school this year, 
which fill a long felt want, as some of our schools were devoid of 
outline maps or any illustrative apparatus, and any one who ‘has 
examined the charts cannot fail to see the great benefit to be 
derived therefrom. ‘The charts could be purchased for less than 
the cost of outline maps and embrace much more; in fact the 
one on Physiology alone if properly handled is well worth the 
cost of the whole. Payment for them was not to be made until 
May, 1891, but our treasurer, with his customary alertness, found 
that by meeting the bill immediately we would secure a discount 
of 8 per cent., so it was thought best to do so. 

Great credit is due the citizens of Londonderry that they have 
a flag floating over all their schoolhouses, the first town in the 
state to procure one for each schoolhouse. In some _ schools 
more money was raised than needed for the purchase of its flag, 
and the teachers with the balance bought something for the 
schoolroom. Each school swung its flag to the breeze with appro- 
priate exercises. Some time during the spring term No. 7 was the 
recipient of a nice clock, for which thanks are due Mr. Boyce 
of Reading, Mass. No. 3 also received a nice clock, for which 
they are indebted to Mr. James’ of Boston, Mass. No. 8 was 
presented with two flags to be used for inside decoration, one 
representing the original number of states, the other the present » 
number. ‘Vhese were presented by Mr. Harland Morrison of 
Cambridge, Mass., a former resident of that district. 

Our teacher in No.1, after she had finished her labors, very 
generously proposed to give a week’s schooling, for which the 
inhabitants are duly grateful. 

On account of illness of the teacher No. 4 school was delayed 
one week in the spring term, also was obliged to close for two 
weeks during the fall. No 5 was also delayed two weeks time in 
the spring on account of scarlet fever, and closed for one week 
during the fall term on account of sickness, but all time has been 
made up. School No. 7 was obliged to close two weeks earlier 
than the others on account of the. teacher’s illness; aside from 
that there has been no serious break in the school work through- 
out the town.
